The following Railway Manifesto, pre- 
pared and originated by Senator Macdon- 
uld, has been signed by all , tho Sonatora 
and Commoners fur British Columbia (ex- 
cepting Mr. Bunster) and presented to tho 
Government. It has had the happy ofTect 
of inducing tho ropresontativos of this 
Provhico to settle all sectional differences 
.ind to unite as one man in pressing tho 
Railway clahna of the Province : 

•" Wo believe it would bo liighly inju- 
dicious to allow tlio alVairs of British Col- 
umbia to continue any longer in such an 
uns.atisfactory and uncertain condition 
with regard to Railway matters as. they 
are m at present. 

" We havo como to tho unanimous con- 
clusion that it has become an absolute 
necessity, without delay, to deal with tho 
questions at issue between the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments in a decided 
manner, and to the satisfaction of the 
Province. 

"It would bo lumeoojisary in this paper 
to deal in a detailed niannov with tho 
grievancos of British Culunibia, it being 
well known to thu Government tliat from 
tho day on which the Province becanio an 
integral part of the Dominion of Canada 
the all-absorbing question has been that 
of the Pacific Railway. Through it the 
people looked for speedy communication 
with tho outer world; a stimulus to com- 
merce; a largo increase to the population, 
and the vigorous dovolopmont of our vast 
resoiirces. The continnod delays wliich; 
havo taken place in the prosecution of this 
great -work, and the wavering policy pur- 
sued by tho previous Government, have 
caused much discontent and want of con- 
fidence in the Province and have led t(j 
tho unfortunate result of promoting feel- 
ings other than loyal to Canada. 

" The reservation of land on Vancouver 
Island for .so long a period, as well as Oiu 
more recent reserves on tho IMuinland for 
Railway puiiiosos, have had and arc hav- 
ing tho most injurious effects on tho pro- 
gress of tho Province. In many: instances 
persons who left this and othbi' countries 
with the intention of settling and taking 
up land were prevented from doing so, 
and invariably those intending settlers 
turned their faces to the neighboring 
American toratory in quest of homes, 

" Unless tho many evils arising from 
the present condition of things are stayed 
by early and vigorous action on the part 
of the Government, and a bona fide eflort 
made to meet the reasonable expectations 
of British Columbia, results disastrous to- 
the entire community are sure to follow. 
To the information now posscaacd by tho 
Government on the difleront railway 
routes through tho Province little need 
be added. 'The advantages or disadvan- 
tages of difleront lines are well known, 
and we beg to express the hope in the 
most respectful manner that the Govern- 
ment will forthwith arrive at a conclusion 
on this subject. 

' ' We notice in the newspapers of tho 
Province that the people at large are look- 
ing: forward with much hope and confi- 
dence 'to the promise contained in tho 
Governor General's speech at the opening 
of Parliament as to ' meeting tlio reason- 
able expectations of British Columbia,' 
and we heartily join in their feelings and 
beg to assure you that, in dealing with the 
people of tho Province you will find tlicni 
reasonable in tlio extreme. 

"In conclusion we beg to state that the 
people of the Province will not be satisfi- 
ed without the immediate coinmoncoment 
of construction of the Pacific Railway in 
British Cohnnbia. We consider that we 
have every riglit to demand that tho Gov- 
ermnent should take us into its confidence 
and at once disclose its policy in the 
matter."

Mr. Speaker took' the chair at 2. 10 p.m. 

PHlVILlXiJe. 

Mr. Smitho comphtinocl that the so.s- 
aidnal papers for 1878 coiitaiuetl errors iu 
oounectiou with the rotiirn of dispatches 
relative to the clrydock. Tlie name of 
Hon. T. B. Huinphroys was attached to 
certain correspondence althoiigli that gen- 
tleman was not at the time either a mem- 
ber of the Ministry or Clerk of the E.tecu- 
tive Council. His name consequently 
had no right there. The fact of its be- 
ing there, shook one's confidonce in the 
corrootness'of the sessional papers" gener- 
ally. 

IIEPOIIT. 

Mr. Druniniond presented a report from 
a Select Committee on Crown grants. 

Referred to the Committee on Print- 
ing. 

THE JUDICATURR ACT. 

Mr. Bennett moved for copies of .-ill 
correspondence between the judges of the 
Supreme Court and the Government, con- 
corning the "Judicature Act, 1879." 
Seconded by Mr. Smitlie. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem askod that the mo- 
tion be withdrawn as the correspondence 
was incomplete. Ho iiad an important 
letter in his olhco which ho had not yet 
replied to. 

- . Mr. Bennett submitted that tlie corres- 
pondence waa'completo as far as it went 
imdtlioughr ifc Jiighly c(e^}pnbl9 t)|at it 
should bo laid before tlio House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved to amend 
the motion by adding the words "wlien 
complete." 

Mr. Bennett would .agree to the 
amendment if Jio had the Attorney- 
General's assurance that it would be ren- 
dered complete witlibut' dekyi 

Hon. My. AValkem— Certainly. That 
}t\ part of my duty. 

Tlig repolutioii as ainGiidpd then pfuisod, 

fjHERIFF's FP.ES. 

Hon. Mr. Walktm introduced a bill 
intituled *'An Act respecting the foes of 
sheriffs, justices of the peace and con- 
Htables, and for other purposes." 

THK POLICY OP THE GOVEKNMENT. 

On the (juestion being put to go into 
Oomniittoo of Bupply, 

Mr. Sniitlio said hp intended to avail 
•hlmBelf'of thojopportunity to review the 
policy of the Government and particular- 
ly their railway policy. At tlic last elec- 
tion the principal issue before the people 
was the railway question, Tlie lato Gov- 
ernment had been aocuaftd of inaction .and 
the present Government liad only gained 
.power through pledges to carry outa"vig- 
.orous/rjtU^?'}^, poliij^^^^^ Housq had 

jiow iD'eeri'in sessioh two months, but lion, 
raembera were ignorant what that "vigor- 
ous policy" was. He ruferred to tlio fact 
that the Separation petition had not boon 
-forwarded to Ottawa by the Government 
until a month after the House had passed 
it, but he considered that the petition had 
been received by the Imperial Govern- 
ment some time since, otherwise a reply 
to tlio telegram forwarded by the Local 
Government would have been recQivcd, 
stating that it had not conio to jjaiul. This 
cirouniatancc was evidence that tlio Im- 
perial Government had treated and in- 
tended to treat the dncmnont with that 
contempt which in a certain sense it de- 
served. He thought it was duo to the 
House and the country tliat the Govern- 
ment should define their policy at once. 
The first day of May was fast approaching 
ftnd aotion would have to be taken in con- 
nection with the petition. Either our 
connection with Canada would be severed 
or the separation throat would bo allowed 
to pass without notice. If the former 
course wore to bo taken it was the duty of 
the Govomment to explain what means 
were to, be resorted to to carry it out. The 
Ji|in.ige5tl6maii;th6n the soc- 

'tionai fe«5linp wliich liad boon irioitod by 
the Government and their supporters and 
said that if tho Province liad shown a 
united front the railway would doubtless 
bo ere now in course of construction. Tho 
great trouble in tho past had been that 
the demands of tho Province had been for 
literal fulfilment of terms generallylioori- 
oedod to be beyond the .ability of Canada 
to carry out and unless tlieycould obtain all 
they demanded thoj' would not have^ any- 
thing; and they got nothing. Ho firmly 
believed that the country to-day would 
accept, almost with gratitude, one-half or 
even one-quarter of that which was violently 
demanded a few years since. Tho Pro- 
vince had expected Canada to perform 
something which was entirely beyond her 



means. He then proceeded to review the 
Terms of Union and said that tho Pro- 
vince -.vss quite right in adhering to them 
as the contUlion of her becoming confo- 
doratedj' but whilst doing so she should 
not ignore tho fact that Canada to-day is 
suffering from tlie effects of severe busi- 
ness depression, whereas when the terms 
were agreed to the Dominion was in a 
state of comparative prosperity. He con- 
tended that the Macdonald Government 
had been compelled by the demands of 
the Province to enact the farce of turning 
a sod at Esquimalt and calling it com- 
mencement of railway construction. On 
Mr. Blackenzie assuming office, however, 
ho ■ at onco stated that tho terms 
ivero incajiable of fulfiluiont and he 
informed tho Local GovBriiineiii of tho 
fact without delay. Immediately on Mr. 
Mackenzie's advent to power, the present 
Attorney-General (Mr. Walkem) had been 
loud in his eulogies; of tliat ,1ion. gentle- 
man and had expressed his" fuUe.it confi- 
dence in his integrity. Such was not tho 
case now. Ho Qlr. Suiilho) thou re- 
viewed the Edgar mission and commented 
on tho rejection of tho terms offered, llo- 
ferring to Mr. Walkom's "trip to Eng- 
land," ho contended that that gentleman 
after being feted and feasted in London 
at tho OTtponso of tho Province returned 
with i)rocisoly tho same terms a.") those of- 
ferred by Mr. Blackenzie a year before. 
Tho attitude assumed by tho Walkem 
Governiiient liad turned public opinion 
in Canada against , tho, 'Proviiice, whilst 
articles frequently appeared iu the East- 
ern press belittling tho Province and a 
feeling of indignation was aroused by the 
insulting conduct of the Government. 
Alluding to tho rejection of Mr. Mackou- 
zio's offer of §750,000 in lieu of tho Island 
inilway he said that altliougli the amount 
was altogether inadequate, tho Local 
Govornuiont had failed to ilo their duty 
beciiuso whoii- declining the offer, they 
had not then laid a plain, firm anil tem- 
perate statement of their case before tho 
Dominion Government. Tho offer had 
been rudely and uiicourtcously spurned 
and tho relations between the two Govern- 
moiits had contiiuiedi in an un.satisfa:tory 
state. Ho then contrasted tho railway 
policy of the Elliott Governineht'iiwith 
that of tlioir predccosscrs and cominontod 
on tho marked change in , newspaper arti- 
cles, which, sliortlj' after Mr. Elliott as- 
sumed power, became friendly in tone to 
tho Province, and ho was glad to ho able 
to state that owing to the policy of the 
Elliott Government tho railway question 
might bo amioably and satisfactorily set- 
tled." The language of the Cabinet Min- 
isters and others had not boon what it 
ought to have heon in the time of the 
Walkem Government: it had been calcu- 
lated to irritate imd that did harm. 
Even now wo had a Provinciiil Secretary 
who had spoken harshly and slightingly 
of Lord Carnarvon and that was not cal- 
culated to induce him to faVor our cause. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys denied having so 
spoken. 

Mr. Smithe tlicn proceeded to read 
from files of the Sfandayd to show that 
tho language used concerning Lord Car- 
narvon was unbecoming Hon. Mr. Hum- 
phreys. 

Hon. Jlr. Hunii)hrey8 objected to tho 
hon. member being permitted to read 
from' newspapers. It was against the 
rules of the House and he took the point 
of order. . ~ - . 

Mr. Smithe contended that ho had a 
perfect right to read extracts' from 
speeches not made during the present 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said, that although 
ho would not have objected had tho 
speech boon his, the leader of the Opposi- 
tion well?kii%w".that it was against tho 
rules of the House. 

Mr. A.sh submitted that it was quite in 
order to road extracts from speochos. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that if the leader of 
the Opposition insisted on reading the ex- 
tracts he must be permitted to do so. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — All right, go on. 
We'll uso the same weapon. 

Mr. Smitho then proceeded to quote 
from a speech made by the present Pro- 
vincial Secretary, showing that ho ■ had 
stated, by the report in the StanJcfrd, 
that "1^0 tloubto'd the sincerity of Ijorcl 
Carnarvon," This was tantamount to 
saying that ho had not acted honestly aiifl 
honorably, and as .such language, and far 
worse, had been freely used against all 
who had in any way been connected with 
the railway question, lio considered it 
had been productive of no good to tho 
cause, but had probablydone harm. (Hoar, 
hear.) Again referring to the separation 
petition lie (Mr. Smitho) stated that at a 
meeting held in tho Philhavmonio Hall 
Mr. Wilson had demant\od a strict fulfil- 
ment of the Carnarvon terms or separa- 
tion, and in tho same breath had .asserted 
that Canada was on tho verge of bank- 
ruptcy, Ho also qnotecl from (v speech 
matle in May, 1878, by Mr. Spoftkor, who 
then useil very emphatic language with 
reference to separation. Mr. Helgesen 
had at the same meeting exhorted tho 
Province not only to demand justice from 
Canada but to enforce it, (Laughter.) 
Where was tho .cry of "tliQ torniB or 
separation !" no%|:-$y3(^'.^* sKal£e',tHff po- 
niinion Qovorrihicht to its very foiinda- 
tion as predicted by Mr, Helgesen? Did 
it resound like thunder amongst tho 
mountains? WJioro was it? (Mr. Drum- 
mond— Echo answers "where,") Instead 
of adhering to the ciy, which it was pro- 
dictod would be heard about this time in 
tluindcr tones, the Govornnient to-day 
were as mild as a sucking dovo and he 
took it it was their intention to abandon 
tiieir separation throat, Tho Elliott Gov- 
ornmont and their supporters had always 
advocated niodoration and it was .absurd 
to any longer expect a strict fulfilment of 
the letter of tho bond. Lot tho Province 
meet the Dominion with a friendly hand 
and state that if only thoy would uo thoir 
utmost to forward railway construction 
and begin this aammev hi a. bona Jide nian- 
ner tlie separation threat would be willing- 
ly abandoned. No possible good could 
result from separation as long as there 
wii.s any chance of railway, and 
ho felt perfectly assured tliat tlio Im- 
perial Government would never permit it 
unless it wore to come to a question of 
repudiation on Canada's part. He was 
satisfied that would never be, as the future 
prosperity of the Dominion depended al- 
most as much upon tho construction of 
tho raUway as did that of tho province. 
The Qovommont doubtless knew this as 
well as ho did. Let, therefore, tho Prov- 
ince act in unison and toll Canada that if 
sho will commence railway construction 
at once and expend as much thereon as 
sho can possibly afford year by yoar tho 
country will demand no more. If impos- 
sibilities were demanded of Canada she 
must, no matter how unwillingly, say 
"no." Lot the Government, then, come 
down with oj)olicy which will unite Main- 
land and Island —; dissipate aeotional 
prejudices— and bring together both 
sides of the House. It was duo to tho 
counti-y that the Government should do 
this without delay as a satisfactory solu- 
tion oft the railway^^^ difficulty might then 
be anived ati -f^The hon^'geiitloman then 
reviewed the poUoy of the Government in 
connection with - the dry-dock, pointingf 
out that notwithstanding their election 



pledges literally nothing had been done 
to complete the work. Tho change in 
the Government at Ottawa would doubt- 
less place the Goverment hero in a better 
position to obtain the §250,000 from Can- 
ada, but ho felt assured hon. gentlemen 
opposite liad made no effort to secure it 
or tho House would doubtless have been 
informed of it. .Wlioro, again ho would 
ask, was their vigorous policy? They had 
ridden into power by representing tliat 
the late Govenimont were not energetic 
enough in pushing tho railw.ay and dock 
questions and by promising iu the event 
of thoir accession to office to inaugulfSfe a 
vigoroiis policy. Ho had shown that the 
Elliott Government had done all it ivas 
possible to do, and he had shown also tliat 
the Walkoiu Govorniiiont, beyond passing 
a resolution embodying a weak antl iiiean- 
iiigJess threat to separate from Canada, 
had done absolutely nothing. TIio re- 
cords of the year luiglit bo searched in 
.vain for the first evidence of vigour in 
connection with either railway or dock. 
A vigorous government, indeed, thoy 
wore. Thoy liatl displayed extreme 
vigour iu the collection of taxes. They 
had vigorously added 25 per cent, by 
way of principle .and 18 por cent, by 
way of interest to the unfortunate tax- 
payer who by reason of poverty or other- 
wise happened to have fallen into arrcar 
in his payment. Thoy had vigorously 
added tho exorbitant and illegal interest 
of 24 per cent, per iinuum to all pur- 
chnsers of land from the Crown who had 
not paid the purchase money as promptly 
as might be desired. ^ They jiad vigorous- 
ly struck from the ' votei-s' list of tho 
Province as many men of intelligonco 
as they could possibly reach, notably 
tho Dominion .and Provincial officers and 
all those engaged in the profession of 
school teaching. They had also vigorously 
withheld from workingmou and others 
money logitiniately belonging to thorn aiul 
oh ! yes, thoy had vigorously raised points 
of order in tho House and maintained 
them against all rule and autlKjrity; when 
members of the Oppo.sitlon had submitted 
questions tliey (the Govoniincut) wort; 
afraid to moot in fair ticld or to apeak or 
vote upon, tlieu, for a display of vigor par 
oxcellenco. He must refer Mr. Speaker 
to his own district; thoy vigor- 
ously stopped payment on tho eciftbrdani 
contract; but for vigor in tho railway 
or dry dock question oii.in aught affecting 
the vit.al interests of Britisli Columbia 
where have they shown it? Whore? You 
Plight ask it iu stentorian tones so that 
in Mr. Helgoseu's melodraniatic language 
tho sound would revei-berate .among the 
mountains and the only answer you would 
receive would be the echoed where ? 'J'ho 
policy t>f the Oovernniont instoad of being 
vigorous was a "do-nothing" one, Tho 
Elliott Government had done something 
and although their quartz policy had fail- 
ed for tho present the P*i;ovihce had high 
hopes for some time that the quartz mines 
would bo successfully developed. They 
liad also ofl'ered a bonu.s of 82000 for the 
erection of a woolen factory, l3ut the pre- 
sent Finance Minister had ridiculed tho 
idea .anil stated that the wool raised hero 
was altogetlior too line to bo manufactur- 
ed profitably. He was informed by gen- 
tlemen who understood tho matter that 
this was not the case, but oven if it were 
how casj' it would bo to breedsheep which 
would j ield a coarser grade of wool — Lei- 
ccsters and Cotswolds instead of the fine r 
Southdowns. Ho hoped the Government 
instoad of sitting idly in thoir ofiices, 
would put thoir slioulders to tliu wlieeLand 
do som«thing to encourage homo indus- 
tries. Once more referring to the railway 
question ho hoped tlio Govenimont would 
adopt a policy which, whilst not demand- 
ing the literal fulfilment of the bond, 
would, by united action, secure imiAodiate 
construction. (Hear, hear.) The object 
of the Opposition in moving in the railway 
matter now, was, if possible, to sliow that 
British Columbia while in no wise up- 
setting or violating or sanctioning viola- 
tion of tho Railway terms, was ready to 
recognise tho difficulties of the situation, 
ready to sympathise with Canada — as a 
member of the same faniily — in the time 
of her coniinercjal depression and ready to 
accept the advances of Canada in a .spirit 
of voaKonabloncss, Tho Province had 
suffered too long from non-oommencomoiit 
of construction, Tho future proaperityof 
tho counti'y hung «now in tho balance; 
bona fide construction would give confi- 
dence and now industries would bo start- 
ed. Continued delay would deepen tlio 
gloom that hangs like a pall over every 
thing. It was time to sink party .and sec- 
tional strife and by a unaiiiinoufi voice de- 
clare wo hold tho best interests of the 
Province paramount to every other con- 
sideration, Ho would .ask the Govern- 
ment again to accept tlio oiler of the Op- 
position to assist them in a temperate 
and reasonable policy on the railway ques- 
tion which ho hoped they Avould now ho 
prepare^ to bring clown to the House. 
(Applause.)

Tho Sominion Estimates— Appro- 
priations for the Frovinco. 

Mr. Tilley, Minister of Finance, laid 
the estimates for tho j'oar ending June 
30th, 1880, before the Commons on tho 
lltli inst. The total estimates on ordiu- 
aiy expenditures are §23.427,882 as com- 
pared with §23,CC9,073 ifor tho previous 
year. The vote for tho redemption of 
debt is placed at §0,098,270. The esti- 
mated oxpouditure on public v.-orks and 
buildings is §10,090,000 against §8,705,- 
900 in 1878. Under the head of Admin- 
istration of Justice a decrease of $14,075 
is promised. Amongst tho reduced is 
Circuit allowance, British Columbia, 
§5,000. Penitontaries represent a do- 
crease of §38,40C. • Members' iadeimiily 
remains untouched and no reduction 
takes place under the head of Legislation. 
The expenditure on Arts, Agriculture and 
Statistics shows a decrease of §27,000 
mainly caused by.tho fact that last year 
large^suriis wore.appropriated for exhibi- 
tiqna^^fAr||tleoire^^ is an- 

nounced under the head of Immigration, 
and a saving has been effected by dispens- 
ing with the services of several Govern- 
ment Agents. Pensions and Militia 
show an increase of §19,000 each, and a 
vote of §5,000 appears for IMaintenanco of 
the gu.ard at Ridoau Hall. Ocean and 
River Service, Lighthouses and Fisheries 
respectively represent decreases. In tho 
Excise Department tho number of cullers 
is reduced, ofl'ecting a s.aving of §10,000, 
and .§37,000 is lopped off the Weights 
and Mea.sures Department. Tho latter 
decrease is duo to the abolition of offices 
of deputy inspectors. In tho Post Oflice 
there is also a reduction of §9,000. Tho 
vote for railways throughout tho Domin- 
ion is §0,050,000, of which sum .§000,000 
is appropriated for British Columbia. The 
following items are also amongst those for 
this Province: — Salary of "Lieut.

Letter from SarlcerTille. 

Barkerville, March 5, 1879. 
Editor Colonist: Considerable snow 
lias fallen lately and all the roads are 
blockaded. The wind is from the south- 
east and is almost blowing a hurricane. 
There is con.siderable mining going on 
on William Creek below Barkerville, 
but very little money ia being taken 
out. 

The news of Mi*. Neufeldor's death 
was received in Cariboo on last Thurs- 
day, nearly a week after tho sad oc- 
currence, and created a great sensation; 
sorrow was depicted on every face, and 
we could scarcely realize that ho who 
left US but a few weeks ago in good 
health and spirits, with a warm shake 
of the hand and a smile for every one, 
was no more. There was no man bet- 
ter known in Cariboo nor more highly 
esteemed than Mr. Neufelder, who was 
indeed the very soul of honor and 
whose word was his bond. When wo 
consider the cause of his death, is it 
any wonde^ that the miners of Cariboo 
denounced the scoundrel who played 
a confidence gaiuo on one who was so 
easily decieved by his oily tongue. 
Riotto know he was either losing the 
gold or it was not in the rock, or 
else some one (and he should know, 
who) was stealing the amalgam. When 
he found he could run the mill no long- 
er and receive his ten dollars a day and 
board, he made haste to get out of the 
country, leaving the mill in a shameful 
condition. Instead of sending the three 
horses (which are now standing in the 
stable here eating hay at five cents per 
pound) below, ho left them here to eat 
their heads off. I know whereof I 
spetik when I assert that these three 
horses have cost tho company, since the 
mill stopped, over itoo hmidred and 
sevmty-five (Zo^toa-g^Ifp they had been 
sent to Quesn'eHemouth they could 
have been kept for less than tioenty-five 
dollars. I have never been away from 
tlie mill moro than ton days all told 
since it first commenced crushing, 
and I am now holding the responsible 
position of superintendent — subject to, 
orders from below. When I say the 
management of this mill and its work- 
ings were the most shameful farce I 
ever saw, I only say what is correct 
and what every man in Cariboo has 
known since the first week after tho 
commencing. I am informed by ray 
friends in Victoria that the newspaper 
people said my letters exposing Riotto 
contained libels. Supposing they did, 
how are you to know it until they are 
published? Is tho truth a libel? Can a 
man not inform the public of fraud 
and corruption without committing 
libel ? I don't want it said that we 
waited until the guilty party got away 
before I denounced him. We, in 
Cariboo, don't weaken on our quartz. 
AVe know the money is here, but there 
must bo honest men to whom people 
will entrust their money to secure tho 
jirizo, and although we have had a won- 
derful good lesson these "Slippery Jakes" 
are liable to catch us again where the 
hair is short.
